Laurel Park wound up its final 
steeplechase for 1941, Thursday 
Oct. 23, when George Casilear’s War 
Port beat John Bosley Jr’s Flying 
Falcon with Mr. Bosley III riding 
by a head; Friday, Oct. 24, when 
Jack Grabosky’s Greenwich Time 
won easily by 5 lengths from Kenneth 
N. Gilpin’s Fatty and Tuesday, Oct. 
28, when J. Fred Adams Jr’s Bell 
Man jumped up and bested a field or 
6 with Mr. Bosley III riding his 
father’s Flemar home 2 1-2 lengths 
away. These races were all $1,006 
claiming events and War Port, a son 
of War Whoop, bred by Robert C. 
Winmill, of Warrenton, Va., romped 
around the baked infield fastest in 
4:00 2-5, for his 3rd straight win at 
Laurel, his 4th of this season in 11 
Starts. Stanley Greene seems to have 
the training secret of this front-run- 
ner, who had previously turned the 
Laurel 2 miles in 3:58 1-5.

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It was gradually discovered that 
in ordinary “flat’’ racing, anything 
above 130 lbs. was an _ excessive 
weight for a thoroughbred to carry» 
and that, as a matter of fact, most 
of them were unable to carry as 
much as 120 lbs. (if that much) 
without being severely handicapped, 

The class of professional jockeys, 
therefore, gradually established it- 
self as limited to dwarfish men or 
immature boys. Which, as a rule, 
were recruited from any and every- 
where, came up in a rough environ- 
ment, were exposed to all sorts or 
temptations and opportunities for 
misdoing (at a profit for themselves) 
and, as a natural consequence, re- 
quired a strong hand to _ contro) 
them. 

It proved difficult to do this In 
foreign countries where sharp class 
distinctions prevailed and the 
“ruling classes’? were able to domi. 
nate the ‘“‘lower’’ ones. Jockey trou- 
ble has always prevailed there. But 
under these regimes there was a 
much more effective control than 
in U. 8S. A. because of the different 
forms of government and schemes 
of life. 

Previous to the Civil War and the 
emancipation of the colored race, 
most jockeys were negro slaves. Since 
emancipation not only have slaves 
disappeared, but colored jockeys 
along with them. Although we have 
had some very remarkable ones in 
post-Civil War times, including the 
greatest rider that the present writ- 
er ever saw: Isaac Murphy. 

By social (or industrial) evolu- 
tion our jockeys of today are all 
white men and boys, They are reared 


in the “democratic tradition” that, 
like, all citizens, they are “free and 
equal” to everybody else—if not 
more so. 


What might be called the “aristo- 
cratic tradition’’ persisted in racing 
in U. 8. A. for several generations 
after the Civil] War and the supervi- 
sion of jockeys was quite close. Pun- 
ishment of offences was prompt and 
often severe. AS a consequence they 
were, comparatively speaking, infre- 
quent at all major meetings. 

What greatly aided this was the 
fact that a jockey penalized for in- 
fraction of the rules—especially if it 
was a glaring one—became suspected 
and shunned. It was difficult for him 
to get a contract with a_ first-class 
stable. The public looked at him ask- 
ance also. 

It was therefore imperative 
he ‘“‘watch his step.” 

But gradually the “aristocratic tra- 
dition” faded out of racing to be re- 
placed by what we have today—the 
highly-commercialized Big Business 
which exists chiefly for the taking of 
taxes and making of dividends. 

With the decline of the ‘‘aristo- 
cratic tradition’’ there came a con 
responding rise of the proletarian 
one, The revolt against authority of 
all kinds steadily sprea@ throughouv 
the nation, together with its glorif. 
cation. (As in the fact that best-sell- 
ing ‘‘movies” have been everywhere 
applauded in which notorious bandits 
were represented as “heroes” oppres- 
sed by “society” not only—public 
monuments to them have been erect- 
ed). 

These conditions were bound to 
spread into racing and affect it radi~ 
cally—particularly as affected race 
riding, always such a problem in the 
days of strict authority.

The 2nd annual Greenwich Hunt- 
er Show on October 18 was again this 
year the combination of the larger 
recognized Horse Show and the Fair- 
field and Westchester Hounds hunt- 
er trials. It is held on the Yale Farm 
property, the site of both former 
competitions. This piece of rolling 
country side offers several courses 
up to 2 miles in length over a var- 
iety of fences to test the ability of 
the best of hunters and also a nice 
show ring. The classes, many for 
amateurs only, were well filled aver- 
aging from 15 to 20 entries, and it 
would seem that for this show at 
least, the glory and trophies still out- 
weighed the gold as only 3 events 
had any cash inducement to offer. 





It is a show as its name implies, 
for hunters and only hunters and 
the championship ribbon goes ta 
“The best hunter in the show” in tha 
opinion of the judges; without bene- 
fit of long tabulation of points, hal 
credits etc. This horse was Mr. and 
Mrs, Joseph A. Hale’s Heman II, 
who according to Horse Show rules 
would have been sadly deficient in 
points but was never the less exact- 


ly what he was named by Mr. George_ 


Timmins and Mr. Andrew Montgo- 
mery who judged the conformation 
division. 


Heman II is the brown English 
son of Manna, out of a Son In Law 
mare, imported this spring and pur 
chased by the Hales during the 
Devon show. Having improved stead-

ily in condition since last May, he 
made his debut on Long Island 
about a month ago when he won 
the model class. His next appear- 
ance was at North Shore where 
he was in the ribbons in the 
model, won under saddle and 
then won the middle and _  heavy- 
weight over the stiff outside course. 
At this, his 3rd show, he won the 
middle and heavy weight and was 
second in the $200 hunter stake with 
about the best of a dubious group 
of performances. In the championship 
class he was outstanding in confor- 
mation and way of going. 

The Fairfield and Westchester 
hounds Detonator was reserve to 
Heman II and was also reserve in 


the working division. This grandson - 


of Man o’War is a very attractive top 
lightweight chestnut who has for the 
2 years he has been in the hunt 
stable won at every show he has been 
to and also carries the whip and oc- 
casionally the huntsman to hounds. 

With Rodney Waterman, honor- 
ary whip up, Detonator turned in 
two outstanding performances in the 
First Flight and the corinthian in 
which he was 2nd, and ist respect- 
ively. His next appearance was in 
the winning hunt team and he then 
accounted for a 3rd blue in _ the 
stake although this class did not 
measure up to the past performances 
of the show. In spite of this record 
of consistency he could not compare 
with Mr. Hale’s beautiful moving 
model horse and the judges, in the 
championship, were forced to take 
the liberty offered them by the con- 
ditions of the class in awarding the 
title. 

This good old fashioned method 
of naming the champion once again 
restored to the judges the authority 
and respect due them if their opin- 
ion as to the value of horses is 
worthy of an invitation to judge. 
This particular incident is an eéxcel- 
lent example of the merits of this 
system. 

The working hunter division pre- 
sented no problems and went off on 
very much the same pattern as last 
years show. These classes were 
shown over the 2 mile course with 
entries starting in pairs and chang- 
ing positions at the half way mark. 
The long gallop suited Mr. Gerard 
Smith’s Sun Faun as well as usual 
and he acquired another leg on the 
lightweight working trophy to start 
his successful day. 


The next class in this division was 
the handy with a tricky course in- 
cluding a pig pen in which you have 
to make a right angle turn, a gate 
to open, rail to drop and a single 
bar between wire to jump. Cliftons 
David marked his return to the show 
ring after nearly three years by win- 
ning this event. He alone survived 
the dispersal of the Claredda Farm’s 
fine brown hunt team and is now 
Miss Lela Quinn’s hunter in Green- 
wich where she is at school. Mrs. 
Robert Chambers’ Copper Queen was 
2nd while Sun Faun went unplaced. 


The most important class of this 
division and probably the most in- 
teresting in the show was the Gordon 
Grand Flight Plate. This event was 
originated by Mr. Grand as a means 
of selecting the best First Flight 
hunter for any of the various types 
of country in America. The require- 
ments are, to show “ability to jump 
slowly when rated along, good 
mouth and true gait at walk, trot 
and canter, and evidence of sufficient 
foot to gallop and stay with the first 
flight during a big run.’’ Horses are 
shown in the ring and then over a 
special course including a four 4’-6” 
post and rail. 

The original trophy was retired by 
Molyneux owned by Miss June Hanes 





who has presented the new plate. 
Sun Faun’s experience in the hunt- 
ing field, point to points and school- 
ing over timber stood him in good 
stead over the big course, but it was 
his way of moving and the pace that 
his owner set, that won him the cov- 
eted trophy for the 2nd successive 
year. 

Detonator showed manners and 
fine jumping ability but not quite 
the pace or ease in covering the 
ground of the winner. Mrs. Dwight 
Winkelman’s Whiskdale had a prilli- 
ant performance over the outside 
course to earn 3rd over Mr. and Mrs. 
Ralph Straus’ Stee] Dust. 

The results of this class decided 
the working championship in favor 
of Sun Faun just as it did last year 
and this ribbon was _ indisputable. 
The reserve was between Fairfield 
and Westchester hounds Faithful 
Bachelor the heavyweight working 
class winner and his’ stablemate 
Detonator, with only a 2nd to his 
credit. Detonator showed enough 
more quality to settle this in his fav- 
or. This division was judged by Mrs. 
James Hewlett and Mr. Everett L. 
Crawford. 

With all the larger shows on the 
verge of abandoning the picturesque 
hunt team classes because of too few 
and sometimes no entries it was grat- 
ifying to see 10 teams representing 
6 hunts entered, all ridden by ama- 
teur members competing for The 
Goldens Bridge Challenge Trophy 
presented by Mrs. Bernard F. Gim- 
bel. This seems to be ample _ proof 
that amateur interest will still come 
to the fore if offered a day of friend- 
ly competition at a show where a 
hunter’s ability is still the primary 
consideration. 

The Fairfield and Westchester 
hounds chestnut team of Detonator 
with Pat Bolling up, Kink Luke rid- 
den by Julie McCormack, and Whisk- 
well matched and had 
barely a good enough performance 
to win over The Fairfield and West- 
chester Junior Drag team entered by 
the Misses Wahl. 

Peter Straus showed the winner 
of the lightweight class in Golden 
Pond, a chestnut gelding a bit on the 
small side who never the less had 
some_ remarkable performances. 
Percy Straus’ Tom Pera was a very 
close second as was again the case 
in the ladies’ class. The decision was 
so close in this event that Mrs. Hew- 
lett was asked to ride both horses to 
settle the issue. Tom Pera, probably 
the more brilliant of the two, was 
also feeling rather high to show her 
best ladies’ manners, Golden Pond 
added a red in the corinthian and 
fourth in the stake to his laurels and 
on points was well up for the cham- 
pionship. When shown with the other 
winners for the title he looked too 
much the light type of ladies’ horse 
that he is, to be considered. Joe 
Hale’s Castle Drop a flashy middle- 
weight chestnut imported from Ire- 
land last spring won the maiden 
hunters, the only limited class in the 
show. Kerlock Castle from the same 
stable was second and both stood out 
above the rest of this competition. 

A great deal of credit goes to the 
horse show committee and the chair- 
man Mr. Richard I. Robinson M. F. 
H., who are responsible for the suc-

cessful combination of the Horse 
Show and Hunter Trials into this 
true hunter show.

Steady Performance 
At Hutchinson Show

It takes courage to run a show of 
all-day length so near to the Nation- 
al event, but Hutchinson’s seventh 
Annual Fall Show drew more entries 
and support than many expected, and 
the Jumper and Horsemanship divi- 
sion were remarkably well filled. 
This Sunday show on October 19 
marked the last of the registered 
outdoor shows for this year. 

Even more classes could have been 
added to the jumper division, as en- 
fries ran from twenty to thirty. 
Many entries were from local stables, 


and several Connecticut jumpers 
came over. 
Mrs. Elizabeth Correll’s’ star 


horses again triumphed, Dalchoolin 
proving once more that he is a con- 
sistent performer, and Lew Dunbar 
holding the lead in the Open Jump- 
ing field, against local competition 
which is always good in this section. 

Dalchoolin was in a class by him- 
self in hunter quality, and walked 
away with the Hunter Preliminary 
after winning the middle and heavy- 
weight class, placing second in the 
ladies’ hunter class, and fourth in 
working hunters. Little Ann Morn- 
ingstar’s newly acquired hunter, 
Better Marked, appealed to the jad- 
ges, and had a spectacular round in 
the working hunter class. He follow- 
ed this up by placimg second in the 
lightweight class, and second in the 
preliminary. Mrs. J. L. Merrill’s Mad 
Hen was a rival in points. However, 
the real competition for once was in 
the more numerous entries of the 
heavy and middleweight division. 

Another excellent showing was 
made by Miss Blanche Clark’s six- 
year-old gelding, Chestnut Leaf, who 
won the hunter hack class, and was 
second in the working hunters, be- 
hind Better Marked. 

Favored with a first in ladies’ 
hunters, Pine Tree Stables’ bay geld- 
ing Duke kept right up in the rib- 
bons in three other classes, giving 
him a total of eight points on a par 
with Dalchoolin, when the Prelimin- 
ary began, which placed him reserve. 
Duke was ridden throughout for Mrs. 
Julius Brandenburg by Tom Forsyth, 
who recently got back from’ the 
army. 

In the hunter 
was on performance, 
which favored many of the 


classes emphasis 
(75 percent), 
good 
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hunters in local stables, so that sev- 
eral mounts not regularly shown 
placed in the ribbons. 

The management lapsed into error 
by having the open jumping classes 
start too low, at 3’-6’’, which neces- 
sitated many jump-offs. In the 
knockdown and out, out of a field of 
25 horses, nearly all went clean the 
first time around. This class finally 
ran well over an hour, as did another 
open jumping class, so that the final 
horsemanship events were way be- 
hind schedule, and ran off in what 
it is no exaggeration to call genuine 
darkness. Spotlights from parked 


cars were all that saved the  situa- 
tion. 
Mrs. Correll’s Lew Dunbar with 


Gordon Wright up, won the triple 
bar class after two jump-offs, and 
also the first sweepstake class, miss- 
ing the knockdown and out, which 
is usually much to his liking, by an 
early knock-down. Mr. Sidney Hur- 
witz of New York City piloted his 
own mount, The Wolf, to reserve 
position, closely followed by Winter 
Health Farm’s Easy Winner, a New 
Haven entry, ridden most capably 
by young ‘“‘Joey’” Ciancola. 

Miss Elaine Moore, one of the 
smallest performers, piloted her 
mother’s Major to two victories, the 
children’s jumper class, and novice 
jumpers. Unless we miss a bet, this 
young lady showed horsemanship 
form that presages a ring career. 

Keenest interest was displayed in 
the horsemanship contests, and an 
amazing total of points was accumu- 
lated by one girl, Miss Emily Young 
of Westchester, who took both the 
good hands and the Maclay, another 
horsemanship class for form over 
jumps, and followed just behind 
Miss Lois Lisanti in the A. H. S. A. 
Medal Class, saddle horse seat. She 
had finally 26 points toward the 
Horsemanship Championship, (there 
was no championship class) against 
Miss Lisanti’s 17. 

Although the Championship was 
awarded on points, we believe Miss 
Young would have won if it had been 
run as a class, as there are no two 
ways about it, the judges liked Miss 
Young. It is only fair to state, how- 
ever, that Miss Lisanti and several 
others had won their good hands 
and Maclay earlier in the season, 
and so could not compete in these 
classes, 

A group of judges new to this sec- 
tion were asked to officiate at this 
show,—Mrs. Charles Jones of New- 
buryport, Mass, Miss Jean Moor- 
head of Long Island, and Mr. Edwin 
Teevan of Brooklyn, N. Y.
